CHICAGO, Juno 17. — Oliief Juslici 


Fuller this morning overruled the de- 
cision of the federal circuit court which 
issued an injunction restraining the di- 
rectore of the World's Fair from open- 
ing the gates on Sundays. He decided 
that there WAS no United States court 
of iipjiealB nml remands the case to the 
circuit court for a reversal of Its action. 


The court room wna crowded to its ut- 


most, and the interest at the outset gave 
place to the utmost aiitisfaction at the 
close. The decision settles the matter 
finally, as the only appeal is to the su- 
preme court, which does not meet till 
October, when the fair will have ended. 


The opinion rendered covers only ma- 


terial points, owing to a lack of thin: for 
a full itauision, which will ho rendered 
Inter. The oimiiun bt-yan by overruling 
the motion of the government's counsel 
lu dismiss the appeal from the circuit 
court on the ground of the non-jurisdic- 
tion of the appellate court was untenable. 
It was also held that the K[tt from the 
United Slates to the fair was in no sense 
a charity trust; that when the grunt wus 
'made in consideration of the local cor- 
poration having expended upwards of 
$1(1,000,000 toward a public enterprise, 
it waa done for the purpose of obtaining 
control in whole or in part. 
BTlie rcBtriuniny order of the circuit 
ruiirt preventing the opening of the 
gales on Sundays must therefore he set 
aside and the case remanded. Justice 
Ilium and Allen concurred, making the 
court's motion unanimous. 


Washington — The opinion of the court 


of appeals, in deciding that the World's 
Fair at Chicago shall T>o opened on Sun- 
days, waa received here by press bulletin 
cai-ly in the afternoon.

pie Article. 


"Mr. Kaymond, the pioneer of Jlirn- 


monte, ICern county, after a very suc- 
cessful business, career, turned his ex- 
perience and capital toward the develop- 
ment of a new industry in an unsettled 
country, and certain features of his 
methods are worthy of special note and 
cnrelul analysis. 


"Mr. Kaymond chose the white Adri- 


atic fig, and was so careful to study Ibu 
needs of the tree, to cure every lig by 
hiind at the proper etago of maturity, to 
turn, press and spread in curing, as to 
be able to guarantee every lijj. Then he 
sent east and had a special package 
made from light, pressed tin, to hold 
one pound, and had it made highly or- 
namental. In this he packed the figs in 
a distinct method of his own, so that 
when the lid is removed it looks as 
though the box. contained a coil of rope. 
He intends that every one who opens a 
box of his tigs shall remember that it 
was different from any other, and that 
every one was a good fig. By such 
means he hopes that the sale of one box 
may find him a customer for the next. 


"When he makes up hit; mind to in- 


troduce his goods to a certain market, 
he takes pains to learn the standing of 
retail grocers, and after making his 
selection, sends a sample of his figs with 
the proposition to make him sole agent 
for that city, to consign no more fruit 
than he can easily sell, and to wait un- 
til the fruit is eoid for his pay. 
Thus 


the merchant is called upon to invest, no 
capital and assume no risks, and is 
well pleased with a 20 per cent commis- 
sion on sales. So far lie has only three 
or four customers, and they fairly quar- 
rel for a great many more Jigs than Mr. 
UaymoiKi can supply. If such a man 
is the late Dr. Glenn or Mr. A. T. 
Uatch were to push the production, and 
/hey could market their output so KUC- 
iesufully as this, Smyrna would soon 
ose its prestige an the home of the fig. 
It had always been a mystery how Mr. 
liaymond could get 20 cents a'pound for 
is ligs, but alter an interview it is a 
ivstery 110 longer." — Rural Press.
